Chewing Gum. 

"Chewing gum? Yes, sir; what 
kind shall 1 give you?" said a 
small shop-keeper yesterday in an- 
swer to a request for a cent's worth 
of the commodity. The inquirer 
was not an habitual gum chewer, 
an. I was not well enough informed 
to name a preference, and said so, 
says the New York Times. 

"Well,"said the dealer,"there are 
fifteen varieties in that showcase. 
Take your choice." 

Fifteen different kinds of chew- 
ing gum seemed an elaborate as- 
sortment for so small a store, and 
the would-be purchaser inquired 
how many varieties of that confec- 
tion were in the market. He re- 
plied that, being only a small dealer 
in the article, he did not feel com- 
petent to answer, but added, "That 
young man over there can tell you 
all about it." 

A prosperous appearing young 
man, with a sample case in his 
hand, stood at the opposite coun- 
ter, and without more questioning 
said: "A hundred or more, at a 
rough guess. I have samples here 
of tweniy-eight brands, and they 
are exclusive of -scheme' goods, or 
prize gum, of which there are 
many brands." 

This man was a small manufac- 



as he t-rmcil it, ami a general run- 
ning story of the interesting fea- 
tures in the development of the 
chewing gum business. 

"In the first place," said he, 
"most people underestimate its 
magnitude, and that it is not sur- 
prising, for I often wonder what 
consumes the small but in reality 
large quantities that I di*pose of. 
A quarter of a century ago there 
were practically but two kinds of 
chewing gum — the regularly made 
■pruce gum sold in the stores and 
shoemakers' wax, which the boys 
used to beg or steal. Then the 
white paraffin gum — coal oil gum, 
the youngsters call it — came out, 
and was the ladies' favorite from 
the start. It wits soft and did not 
tire the jaws like the tough, un- 
yielding spruce. Besitles, it would 
not dislodge a set of false teeth, 
was cleansing and could be used in 
emergencies to cover over black, 
decayed spots in natural teeth. 
This was followed by 'taffy tolu' 
and 'snapping wax,' both of which 
acted as pioneers for the trade, in- 
ducing, by their seductive sweet- 
ness and tlavor, a far more general 
use of the article by adults. 

"Following these'eame the still 
more popular brands of today, 
which a few years ago were used 
almost universally in great quanti- 
ties, and from the manufacture of 
which colossal fortunes were har- 
vested in a season. I was in the 
business at its best, and I made a 
little, but I lacked the experience, 
the capital and the luck to make 
even a fair share of the -big money' 
that some of the gum men got out 
of it. I addei' «he word -luck' be- 
cause if it ev -da proper place 
anywhere it hi .nga right here. 
I'll teli you why. 

"The largest Eastern manufac- 
turer of chewing gum got into the 
business, I understand, in this way : 
He was peddling small articles, like 
razors and combs, among the sail- 
ors along the docks, nnd one day, 
with probably hundreds of others, 
was idly examining a cargo of Mex- 
ican chicle gum that had been 
brought here as ballast in the hope 
that it could be sold to bookbind- 
ers and the makers of leather tips 
for bound books. It proved to be 
woi thless for those purposes and 
was to have been towed to sea and 
cast overboard. This peddler last- 
ed it, found it would 'chew,' thought 
of its adaptability as chewing gum, 
got the whole cargo for shoveling 
it out of the ship and ia today a 
millionaire several times over. 
Wasn't that link? 

"The case or the other man who 
has made as many millions and 
perhaps more out of the business 
was very similar, in so far that a 
happy thought was the chief fac- 
tor of his success. He had, by 
great industry, and by many years 
of hard labor, succeeded in getting 
his goods fairly well introduced, 
and in moderate demand. But be 
lacked a 'leader.' The sale of his 
best brands had never even approx-

his office. From that time to the 
present day he has employed hun- 
dreds of hands. 

"Where does all the gum go to? 
Who chews it? I don't know. This 
man has told me that when he went 
a stranger to the city where hi* 
success has made him one of its 
best-known capitalists he had slept 
tinder a pile of straw under a via- 
duct, and had manufactured his 
first chew ing gum on a common 
kiuVn table after cooking it in 
the tea kettle. 

"The man is shrewd though. I 
will tell you an anecdote that illus- 
trates that fact. This chicle, that 
is the basis of all the best gums at 
this time, was originally handled 
almost wholly by three shippers in 
small Mexican ports on the Gulf. 
The natives gathered it from the 
wild trees in the forests of South 
em Mexico and the Central Amer- 
ican States, and itwascheap. This 
man sent an agent to Mexico os- 
tensibly to see the manufactured 
article, but when his trip was end- 
ed it was discovered to the ever- 
lasting sorrow of the most of the 
rest of us that he had signed con- 
tracts for the next two year*' out- 
put of these firms. Chicle at that 
time, if I recollect, was selling for 
28 cents a pound, but before the 
close of the season the price wa* 
$1.35 and it was difficult to get ai 
that. An order to put upon tin- 
market the same large-sized piece 
that was then in vogue, the rest of 
us were obliged to add more sugar, 
until our output would almost en- 
tirely dissolve in the mouth, leav- 
ing only a piece of gum as large as 
a pea. The result was that his 
goods became actually far superior 
to the general run of gums and 
eventually most of the newer con- 
cerns were compelled to quit. 

"A Louisville firm at one time

Watterson on the Election. 

N.-w- York. Nov. 7.—The New 
Yoik lletald's Paris correspondent 
to-night cables the following: 

Paris, Nov. 7 —Mr. Henry Wat 
terson was seen by the New York 
Herald correspondent this after- 
noon at the Hotel Dominci, where 
he has been stopping Tor about a 
week past, en route from Geneva 
to the United Sta.es. In reply to 
a aaaaatJaa as to w!Vat be thought 
of the result of the Presidential 
election Mr. Watterson said : "1 
have not had the least doubt from 
the beginning of the overwhelm 
ing defrat of Bryan. Batiag 
had no anxiety on the sub- 
ject I experienced no excitement in 
the result. I got to bed on Tues- 
day and went to sleep. I slept 
soundly, confident that the m un 
ing's news would be all one way. 
The virtue and intelligence of the 
people were on trial and they have 
been vindicated. Conservative gov- 
ernment was in issue ami the re- 
sponse of universal suffrage is all 
that the rriends ot public order 
and national credit could desire. In 
this regard the victory will bo or 
incalculable value to the presligeof 
the country in foreign lands, and 
to its material prosperity, in so far 
as that it may be affected by f ir 
eign investments." 

• What in your judgment, Mr 
Watterson, will be the effect of tin- 
election on affairs at homer' 

"The business of the country has 
been subjected to serious and pro 
longed strain. This strain being 
already lifted, money held back 
from investment will begin to flow. 
A year of rest fmm political agita 
tion. intervening between now and 
the meeting of Congress, is indis- 
pensable to all classes. This, I 
imagine, we shall have. Admon- 
ished by Cleveland's misadventures 
with Congress, Mr. McKinley will 
hardly risk an extra session, but 
too much must not be expected. 
The country has escaped from im- 
minent peril, but the elements of 
disorder still exist, with their tem- 
per unabated. On the other hand, 
the friends of credit and order em 
brace many differences of opinion, 
and may not be brought into con- 
current action except under pres- 
sure of necessity. It may require 
four years more to bring the coun- 
try to a sense of where its danger 
truly lies. I do not expect the de- 
cisive battle will be fought or won 
before 1900." 

• Rut what about the dltflll in 
our revenues, Mr. Watterson, in 
view of which Mr. McKinley might 
feel it necessary to call an extra 
session?" 

"That," was the reply, "is likely 
to be secured for the time being at 
least by the return of public aatdV 
deuce and by the short crops in 
I Europe, all tending toward the in- 
creased prosperity of our people, 
nud consequently to rising rev- 
enues." 

I put to Mr. Watterson the qnes 
tiou : "What are your views repect- 
ing sound money, the future of the 
Democrats and the parties in the 
United States generally?" 

"That is a question not easy to 
answer. Much will depend on 
circumstances which can not be 
clearly foreseen. Sound money 
Democrats hav aided the K-pohli- 
cans to rescue the country 
from the serious dangers which 
threatened it. Whether the al- i 
liance thus formed will last, and 
for bow long, depends partly upon 
the course which the new Admin-

Mr. Watterson. it will bereniem. 
ben d, has been in Europe for some 
lime pa-t, and has had opportuni 
ties of studying those qu. -tions id 
international politics that have 
most agitated Europe of late. I 
asked him what he thought af the 
Armenian agitation. 

"I think," Mr. Watterson replied, 
"that the Herald has done an Im- 
portant service both to humanity 
and what aru called the powers by 
its exposition or the truth in that 
quarter of the globe. Assuredly 
the Government of the Halted 
States has matters nearer home 
than Asia Minor pressing upon it« 
attention, lis intermeddling with 
Turki-h a Bail* can do th.- Arm. t:- 
ians no good, but much harm. When 
we hale t III Istialiizcd all our own 
barbarians it will be full time tn 
-tart upon a crusade in the far 
east." 

• And what about Cuba, Mr, 
Watterson?" 

"That's another matter. Cuba is 
our next door neighbor. We have 
shown great moderation in not 
taking it long ago. There has been 
no time these fifty years when we 
could not have done so if we had 
wanted BBaaaaataa of the island 
Rut the truth is we do not wunt it. 
I want to see Cuba well governed, 
contented and prosperous. We 
Americans respect the grandeur of 
Spanish hi-tory, and look not with- 
out commiseration upon the de- 
cline of the Spanish race. As a 
nation we respect ourselves in re- 
I using to embarrass or bully a 
weaker power than ourselves. But 
the question is how long we should 
be expected to stand oil and wit- 
ness siu-h itu potency and inhuman- 
ity as Spain is displaying in Cuba. 
1 think that McKinley should lake 
a step— several steps — in advance 
with as little delay as possible after 
he crosses the threshold of the 
White House." 

Then Mr. Watterson referred to 
i he Herald's suggestion of Mexican 
intervention in conjunction with 
the United States as a means of 
satisfactorily settling the t'uban 
question, and at the same time pre- 
cluding any accusation ot selfish- 
ness against the United States. 
"The suggestion," said Mr. Wat
